At Uie annual ek^clion of offleers oi 
ihe junior class last Wednesday even- 
ing. held at Lisner Hall, the Columbian 
and Engineering Colleges reverted to 
their former status as separate de- 
partments. The Columbian juniors 
turned out in large numbers and the 
following officers were elected : Robert 
Pulliam, president: J. Fuller Spoerri, 
vice president; Lillian Smith, secre- 
tary; Leslie IJowen. treasurer (by ac- 
clamation); and Julia Ilrojvne. ser- 
geant at arms.

HariT Newman, in charge of the 
drive, i^ planning to continue, during 
the week with the idea of raising the 
number of tax signers well above the 
2.000 mark. It is planned to designate 
all of the signers within the next two 
weeks with G. W. V. buttons. 

Those who have signed the tax will 
be presented with buttons and those 
•who have not will, of course, be con- 
spicuous without them. In this man- 
ner it is expected that the number of 
signers will be raiseds to the figures 
expected by the student council and 
the board of managers.

Plans are now almost complete for the new Arts and Sciences llnild- 
ing, whose construction on Twenty-hrst, between II and O litrects, has 
been under consideration. "If the plans arc apiiroved at the next meet- 
/ iiig of the Board of Trustees and materials can he jirocured," said 
Dean Hodgkins, "operations will 
be started with a view to opening 
the building in the spring.".
